Introduction 


The sociology club of Fergusson College named Sameeksha was started in the year 2006. It 
has a very active discussion forum where students discuss and debate on issues of social 
relevance every week. We also have poster exhibitions and street plays on various themes. 
Observing days like human rights days, disability day, international peace day, international 
non- violence day, say no to violence against women fortnight, Hiroshima day, Louis Braille 
day and international day of democracy is another of its activities. In all our endevours we 
are guided by the values of plurality, democracy, equality, justice, non violence and 
compassion. Street play forms an integral part of all our activities. 

Street play as a form of theatre has been used by people to spread awareness about social 
issues. It is performed outdoor in public spaces. It does not require elaborate costumes and 
props and so can be easily performed anywhere. We have largely performed in colleges and 
sometimes in parks. 

Here is a collection of ten street plays which deals with issues of disability, violence against 
women, and problems of development, war and peace, privatization of water, media 
manipulation and democracy. 

These scripts are an outcome of a lot of reading, discussion and debate within the students. 
Most of the time students participating in the street plays did not have any experience in 
acting. So participation in the street plays has helped many of us in shedding away our stage 
fear and gaining confidence. Also hours of practice has helped us bond together. We have 
learnt to be more patient and accommodative. Our performances were not always the best, 
sometimes we felt unsure if our message has reached the audience. But with each new 
performance we became better and better. We have always believed that the process is more 
important than the outcome. Overall, participating in the street plays has been an extremely 
satisfying experience for the members of Sameeksha.

India is a patriarchal society in which a boy child is always much preferred as compared to a 
girl child here. In 2001 the child sex ratio was 927 girls to 1000 boys. It further decreased to 
914 girls to 1000 boys in 2011. Sex selective abortion is a grave problem that the country 
faces. 


This street play is an attempt to address the issue of decline in child sex ratio. 

The new economic policy widened India’s horizons in the field of technology. Around the 
same time, the government also adopted its two children scheme to curb population. The 
availability of sex determination machines and the policy led to more sex selective abortions. 
Thus, we see that states or parts of the states which had more number of girls in 2001 have 
experienced decline in the number of girls in 201 1. Low status of women and the dowry 
system is another reason for decline in number of girl child.

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SAVALA KA BAVALA 

This street play is the story of resistance by villagers against the displacement 
caused by the ‘Savala Smart City Project’. Lavasa is a smart city built near Pune. This street 
play is an attempt to address the issues of displacement, environmental degradation etc for 
the so-called ‘Development Projects’. Thus, this street play tries to pose the question of 
‘whose development is this anyway’. 

Since independence, at least 50 million people have been displaced in India in the 
name of ‘development’. Majority of these are the adivasis. Many of these people have not 
been rehabilitated properly, leaving them in a vulnerable situation. Also these ‘development 
projects’ adversely affect the environment. 

In case of Lavasa city, 20 villages were displaced leading to the displacement of 
thousands of people. Also, 18 small and 7 big mountains were destroyed for construction of 
this project and the courses of two rivers were changed twice.

The street play ‘Paniless Panipur’, as the name suggests, is about a village 
called ‘Panipur’ which ironically has no Pani (Water). This street play is an attempt to show 
the adverse effects of privatization of water on the villagers where the bottling plants are 
built. It is based on the true story of a village called Plachimada in Palakkad, Kerala, where 
the bottling plant of Coca-Cola was built. 

The play highlights the nexus between the corporate and the politician who 
cheat on the villagers to build a bottling plant. The villagers, in hope of better future, elect 
the local politician, but soon realize that they have been deceived. The villagers lose 
everything as the bottling plant extracts water from the river and pollutes it. The river and the 
wells dry up, resulting in the loss of clean drinking water. Their source of livelihood also 
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declines as agriculture becomes unviable. Through this play we want to depict how the basic 
human right of access to clean drinking water is often violated.
